Macdonald, who will visit all the prin- 
cipal points. 

The president and secretary of each 
electoral district's Conservative organ- 
ization were named as delegates, as also 
the candidates now nominated, as 

well as n ibers of the executive of the 

Provincial Conservative Association, of 
the legislature and of the House of Com- 
mons. There was a very large attend- 
ance of delegates, owing to the presence 
of many in the city for the Winnipeg 
Industrial Exhibition. 

Hugh John Macdonald presided, and 
gave; a short speech, thanking the dele- 
gates for the large attendance. He hop- 
ed the platform adopted would be sat- 
isfactory to all Conservatives, and lie was 
certain with a united front victory would 
follow the appeal. The Laurier govern- 
ment hud announced that the school 
question was a dead letter in politics, 
but if resurrected the Conservatives of 
Manitoba were prepared to meet the is- 
sue.

Watkins makes no attempt to evade re- 
sponsibility for the accident, but on the 
contrary says frankly that the strand- 
ing of the ship was the result of an un- 
accountable error on his part. The 
accident, he says, was not due to any 
want, of thought or anxiety about his 
vessel, but resulted from a mistake he 
made in calculating the position of the 
Ship. 

Capt. Watkins is still in charge of the 
Paris and is acting in the interests of 
the underwriters, to whom the ship 
was turned over by the American Line 
oflleers. Capt. Watkins has had a long 
and honorable career on the sea; He 
entered the service of the Ir.nMtn Line in 
1803, and since 187G huM been continu- 
ally in ('barge of vessels of the interna- 
tional navigation companies. He has 
made nearly 500 voyages across the 
Atlantic.

The accused had no 
counsel. She sat through the trial un- 
moved, part of the time with her eyes 
closed. When asked if she had any- 
thing to say, accused rising to her feet, 
said: "Yes, I am guilty and deserve the. 
severest punishment you can give mo, 
that's all." The prisoner struggled hard 
to maintain her composure, but her lips 
trembled and the short statement ended 
in a sob. The magistrate committed her 
for trial at the next assizes, opening 
November 14th. 

The Blake woman was a servant in 
the Lane household. She confessed Iter 
crime yesterday, and admitted having 
told a false story when she stated that 
a tramp had committed the murder. She 
says she had no intention of killing Mrs. 
Lane, having bought the revolver in 
Winnipeg for the purpose of killing her- 
self, but she grew insanely jealous of 
Mrs. Lane's love for the children and 
shot her, not knowing what she did. 



CZAR'S HEIR DIES. 

Consumption Makes an End of Grand 
Duke George of Russia. 

St. Petersburg, July 10.— Grand Duke 
George, brother of the Czar, is dead. 

The Grand Duke George of Russia, 
heir apparent, was born April 27, 1871. 
He had been in ill health for a number 
of years, suffering from consumption. 
He died in the imperial palace in the 
Caucasus, where lie had been residing 
for his health. 

The Czar's brother. Grand Duke 
Michael of Russiu, now heir apparent, 
is nt present in London. He accom- 
panied the Prince of Wales to the volun- 
teer review of the Horse Guards parade 
on Saturday. It is understood that 
in the event of a minor succeeding to 
the throne, Grand Duke Michael is to 
act as regent. 



ORLEANS WASTED MONEY*. 

Huge Sums Blown In Fruitless At- 
tempts to Change ('nurse of 
Events In France. 

Paris, .July 10.— The Gazette de 
France to-day publishes the report 
which the prefect or police presented tu 
tin' government March 20 on the Or- 
lennist party. It says the League of 
Patriots and the Anti-Semite League 
wen- in close relations with the Duke 
of Orleans, who sent 50,000 francs to 
M. Deroulede and large sums to Deputy 
Jules Guerin. Altogether the rolayists 
are said to have expended 300,000 francs 
in getting the Neuilly Barracks fiasco. 

Prof. Svveton, treasurer of the League 
of the French Fatherland, has been 
suspended from his duties at the Col- 
lege of JUieims for attempts to incite un 
anti-Dreyfus agitation at Rennes.

Another resolution was passed which 
instructed the delegates from the Nel- 
son board to not only vote against the 
consideration of the question if it: was 
introduced, but to vote nay if the ques- 
tion came to a vote lit any stage of the 
proceedings. . 

The president of the board is the 
manager of the Ymir mine, nnd has been 
very active in his opposition to the law. 
and his mine is the only on» that is not 
working in the Nelson district. As the 
board at a previous meeting had aj>- 
peinted him a delegate to the conven- 
tion, the action to-night; plainly told him 
that his views were not the views of the 
board on that question. The members 
of the board claimed that the eight-hour 
law was a political question with which 
the board had better not have anything 

to do.

Both had 
been burned to dentil.

SENATOR SANFORD DROWNED. 

Untimely End of a Popular Member of 
the Canadian Upper House. 

Windermere, Muskoka, July 10.— Sen- 
ator Sanford, of Hamilton, was drowned 
this morning by beiug upset from his 
boat while fishing in company witli a 
young lady visitor near his own island. 
Two young girls near by heard cries for 
help, and arrived in time to save the 
young lady, but when the Senator's body 
was got ashore and help called, it was 
found that life had departed. 

Hon. W. E. Sanford was one of the 
best-known and most popular members 
of the Canadian Senate, to which he 
was called in 18S7. In social circles ho 
was a leader, and having independent 
means lie was enabled to practice on a 
generous scale the hospitality for which 
he had become noted. The Canadian 
Parliamentary Companion notes that 
William Eli Sanford was born in New 
York in ISJiS, was a lineal descendent of 
Thomas de Sanford, who was knighted 
by William the Conqueror on the bat- 
tlefield of Hastings. The American 
branch of the family first settled in Red- 
ding, Conn. The deceased Senator's res- 
idence in Hamilton dated from the time 
of his parents' death, when he was but 
in his seventh year. He was twice mar- 
ried, nnd his second wife, daughter of 
the late Thomas Vaux, of Ottawa, sur- 
vives him, Mr. Sanford was head of the 
extensive wholesale clothing and manu- 
facturing establishment which bears his 
name. He was a Conservative iu poli- 
t ies.

COMING HOME 



Reducing Force There by Half- 
Annual Drill for Whole 
of the Militia.

Ottawa, July 10.— In supply on the 
militia estimates. Dr. Borden explained 
the intention of the government to have 
the annual drill, even if it were neces- 
sary to reduce the numbers of the force. 
It is the intention, also, to provide an 
army medical corps, and an army ser- 
vice corps to arrange machinery for 
transportation and supply. 

Sir Charles Tupper approved of aunual 
drill. It was better to spend all that 
was necessary to carry out the purpose 
of a military organization of high ca- 
pacity. 

General Button had stated that the 
permanent force was disorganized by the 
absence of a large contingent in Yukon. 
This permanent force was organized 
largely for educational purposes, and 
was useless for that purpose while dis- 
persed. In Sir Charles' opinion there is 
not the slightest: need (( r soldiers in Yu- 
kon, as the mounted police force is a 
thousand times more efficient. 

Or. Borden contended that: the perma- 
nent force did good work last year, in 
spite of the absence of the Yukon con- 
tingent. The presence of these soldiers 
in Yukon may have hail a salutary in- 
fluence on the mining population. Dr. 
Borden, however, announced the inten- 
tion of the government to withdraw at 
once half the Yukon force. 



STREET RAILWAY RIOTS. 

Militia Called Out in Ontario City to 
Protect the Cars. 

London, Out., July 10.— (Special)— The 
streets were cleared of disturbing street- 
car employees by the military on Satur- 
day afternoon, and further trouble is ex- 
pected. The street-cars are running to- 
day, as they have been of late, with an 
occasional passenger. Citizens are at- 
tending to their ordinary business as 
usual. 

Militiamen ordered here for duty in 
batches of 2f> men each from Windsor, 
Ingersoll, Gait and Guelpli, together with 
detachment of cavalry, have arrived in 
the city, and are now encamped on 
Carling's Heights. The city council met 
this morning and ratified the mayor's 
action in calling out the troops. 

GREAT PUBLIC WORKS. 

News From Montreal Leading I T p to 
Announcement of General Election. 

Montreal. July 10— (Special)— La Pa- 
trie gives the programme of the govern- 
ment expenditures in the harbor and on 
the elevator for Port Colborue, over 
which the government will have control. 
There will be most modern appliances 
for the canal improvements to the har- 
bor of Montreal and completion of the 
projected improvements between Quebec 
and Montreal. It, is reported that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier said there would be 
a general election next year.

Ottawa, July 10.— Pro found regret is 
expressed here at the announcement of 
the death of Senator Sanford, who was 
here attending to his parliamentary du- 
ties up to Friday last. In the Senate 
to-day Sir Mackenzie Bowell spoke feel- 
ingly of the late Senator, and moved the 
adjournment. Mr. Mills spoke in sim- 
ilar strain, and the Senate adjourned. 

Lord Minto assented to the interim 
supply hill and seventy other hills this 
afternoon, among them being the follow- 
ing: Respecting the Columbia Southern 
Railway; respecting the Columbia & 
Western Railway) to incorporate the 
Klondike Minos Railway Company; re- 
specting the Northern Commercial Tele, 
graph Company; respecting the Bedling- 
ton & Nelson Railway. 

Alaskan Boundary. 

Col. Prior in the house this afternoon 
asked a statement from the government 
respecting the Alaska boundary, concern- 
ing which sensational statements have 
appeared in the despatches. Sir Wil- 
frid said there was nothing new in the 
situation. As to the temporary bound- 
ary, the United Slates and Canadian 
governments had not yet been able to 
agree. 

The Gerrymander. 

When the Gerrymander bill came up 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier announced that the 
commissioners to determine the bound- 
aries of Ontario ridings shnll consist of 
Chief Justice Burton, Chancellor Boyd 
and Judge Falconbridge. The two for- 
mer are Liberals, and the latter a Con- 
servative. The part these judges can 
take is a very minor one, their 
appointment being for expected effect 
not justified by the facts. 

Sir Wilfrid moved the house into com- 
mittee to amend the clause relating to 
St. John. The amendment was only 
intended to make clear the intent of the 
clause. The bill still provides that St. 
John county, with 1,000 people, shnll 
have one member, and St. John city, 
with 19,000, shall also have one. A 
long discussion arcse about this anomaly, 
but eventually the amendment passed. 

Exchange of Favors. 

At 1 o'clock the Opposition suggested 
an adjournment, lint Mr. Fielding would 
not consent, and Dr. Burden thereupon

Half a Million in Treasure on 
Board the Big

Seventy-two passengers only ten days 
from Dawson carried their gold ashore 
from Uie Queen when that famous ex- 
cursion .steamer (locked at the outer 
wharf at 11:30 last night- There were 
200 or more K'lnlidikors in all aboard, 
mingling' with Uniteu States senators, 
successful men of business and their 
families, and the butterflies of fashion 
that give life Jiud color to the summer 
excursion craft. It was the odd seventy, 
however, that formed the magnet group] 
among the passengers, for they enjoyetl 
tin.' honor of having brought the grea' 
city of the new North days nearer to 
.the centres of settled population. TV 

Ten days from Dawson tp' Victoria" is 
smart travelling; it would have been 
eight days or even better it' the Queen 
liad been sailing direct from 'Skagwaj 
south when they arrived at the Lynn 
Oanal port. She had gone to Sitka, the 
Glaciers and Juneau, though, and it 
Wis only by bringing the Wolcott into 
service that the gold-lndpn travellers 
were able to catch the Queen at Juneau. 

The great factor in their last trip was 
through rail connection between Lake 
Bennett and Skagway, there remaining 
but a quarter of a mile of track to lay 
when Lliey reached the head of steamer 
navigation for the upper river, and the 
metalling being completed as the train 
advanced. 

This was last Thursday, the promise 
of the company that trains would be 
running by the 10th or 15th of July 
being more than redeemed, and a teat 
in railway building accomplished that is 
propably without parallel in history. 

The tracklayers worked so rapidly 
that the train carrying the first passen- 
gers to go over the completed road was 
not compelled to make a standstill, push- 
ing along on the just-fixed metal at a

It 1(5 not over-stepping the mark to say 
that the Queen brought in treasure 
ahme half a million dollars, John 
Wilkinson, of Nanaiiuo, had upwards of 
$00,000 in dost, which he carried in 
(wo carefully shouldered satchels; An- 
drew Peterson, who has " been iu the 
country tor nigh on to fifteen years," 
has possibly $50,600 more; individual 
workers for wages or on lay, store- 
keepers, speculators and small holders 
would swell the total by at least 
$250,000; and the Treaclwell sent 
down a shipment of $75,000 in bullion.

Prom the just-in Klondikors the news 
is received of ycl one more big fire in 
Dawson, forty odd cabins being de- 
stroyed, in many cases with all their con- 
tents. A neglected camp fire was the 
original cause of mischief, sweeping up 
a gulch siding on Klondike creek and 
licking up all the tinder-dry buildings. 
On the scene of the first and original 
" great lire," Charles Meadows, gener- 
ally known as " Arizona Charley," has 
commenced the erection of a Grand 
Opera house, which is to he three stones 
in height, seating 2,200, and having a 
double row of boxes, 42 in number. 

Thieving has become common since 
the clean-up, and there' is" a~ sound of 
revelry by night (and day also) tn the 
heart of the Klondike.

News comes from White Horse that 
the steamer Columbian, of the Canadian 
Development Company fleet, which was 
successfully lloated and repaired, had n 
second narrow escape from destruction. 
She and the Anglican, of the same line, 
which were moored below the rapids, 
with their boilers blown down, broke 
loose and drifted 4 miles down the river 
before they were securely anchored. 
Neither steamer was damaged.

On the steamer Rosalie, which reached 
here yesterday morning from Alaskan 
points, were men from every section of 
the great; northern mining country. 
There were lot) all told, a few happy 
ones who had made their fortunes in 
the Klondike; others who hud spent the 
winter there without doing much good- 
men from Atlin kind unite a number from 
the headwaters of the Stikiue nnd the 
Cassiar country. Among the latter 
were about a dozen unfortunates who 
started for the Klondike over the Ed- 
monton trail, and who, besides being 
ruined financially, are broken in health 
end spirits. Their stories are similar 
to those told by previous arrivals. 
Starting from Edmonton, some of them 
over eighteen months ago, with the very 
best outfits obtainable, they made good 
progress along a splendid trail for 300 
miles. Then they found in front of 
them an almost impenetrable wilderness, 
through which it took them all last 
summer to cut a- trail, only to land them 
in a country where there was little or 
no feed for their horses. The animals 
weakening and dying left nothing for 
the fortune-seekers to do but spend the 
winter in the mountains ami live as best 
they could on the scanty supply of pro- 
visions left them. Living on short 
rations, particularly in a rigorous cli- 
mate, is not conducive to good health, 
nud many succumbed to the ravages of 
scurvy and other diseases. The death 
roll, as far as obtainable, has been pre- 
viously published. 

Immediately upon receipt of the news 
that the men were stranded and suffer- 
ing from disease and for the want of 
food, instructions were sent, to govern- 
ment agents and the agents of the trad- 
ing companies to render them every as- 
sistance on behalf of the government. 
Those who came down were members 
of a part}' of thirty who were sent out 
from the Liard river and Dense lake 
by the Hudson's Bay Co., the agents 
giving them sufficient provisions to pass 
them from one post to the next. A.t 
Glcnorn the party of thirty boarded the 
steamer Strnthcona and proceeded 
down the river to Wrangel. The rest 
of the men who were stranded on the 
Edmonton trail— about 100 in all— are 
following closely behind them. 

Mr. E. II. Fletcher, post office in- 
spector, was another passenger picked 
up at Wrangel by the Kosnlio, having 
come down the Stikiue on the Strath- 
conn. lie went to Glcnorn to arrange 
for next winter's mail service in that 
part of the province and will prepare a 
report for the postmaster-general. Mr. 
Fletcher says considerable work has 
been done. on the Cassiar Central rail- 
way, but ntheryviso everything is quiet 
in that seetidnAjV 

There were unite a number of Daw- 
soniles on the Rosalie; and Purser Mor- 
row claimed to have $125,000 in dust 
anil draffs in his safe belonging to them. 
Another $25,000 would probably repre- 
sent the total wealth, including drafts, 
on board the steamer. Hundreds of 
men are now leaving Dawson daily- 
some for the Cape Nome diggings, but 
the large number for liome, the number 
being euually divided between the up 
and down river' boats. There were re- 
ported to he 300 between White Horse 
and Skagway. so that all the boats ar- 
riving during the next few days should 
be crowded. 

Aitlinites were also numbered among 
the passengers on the Rosalie, but they 
had nothing new to tell. 

Probably the best piece of news re- 
ceived was to the effect that the White 
Pass & Yukon railway had been com- 
pleted to Lake Bennett on duly (1, and 
that trains were running from Skagway 
to the lake, handling freight, and pas- 
sengers with despatch. 

The body of Edward G. Ward, of 
Ilwaco, Wash., who died at Skagway on 
■Tulv 4, was brought down, Mr. W. W.

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AN IMPORTANT PRINCIPLE. 

A discussion arose in parliament a few 
days ago which possesses a local interest 
in this province, because of the principle 
involved. The amount of money in the 
transaction was small, being only $3,- 
500. It arose in this way: The Minis- 
ter of Marine when in Prince Edward's 
Island during the parliamentary recess 
was impressed with the importance of 
acquiring a small wharf belonging to the 
provincial government to be used in con- 
nection with the Island railway, -which 
is the property of the Dominion. He 
mentioned the matter to the Minister of 
Railways, when the latter visited the 
Island, and an arrangement was made 
■with the provincial government for the 
purchase of the wharf for $3,500, and 
the railwaj authorities entered into pos- 
session and laid rails upon it. The 
house during supply was asked to vote 
the $3,500. Over this there was consider- 
able discussion, not as to the propriety 
of the expenditure, but as to the right of 
the government to make such an agree- 
ment with the provincial government 
without parliamentary authority. The 
Minister of Marine explained that the 
provincial government understood that 
the agreement was subject to ratifica- 
tion by parliament. Sir Charles Tupper 
and others took the ground that, even 
admitting all this to be correct, parlia- 
ment was not free to refuse the neces- 
sary appropriation. Theoretically, it was 
free, but if that freedom was exercised 
and the appropriation was refused, it 
would involve a breach of faith as well 
us the resignation of the Minister of 
Railways, and it is idle to say, there- 
fore, that the freedom existed. Sir 
Charles Tupper took the position that 
parliament was bound by contracts en- 
tered into by ministers, even if they 
have no legislative sanction for the mon- 
ey appropriation necessary. The vote 
passed, and no question was raised, or 
appears to have been in any way involv- 
ed, us to the merits of the appropria- 
tion. 

The point taken by the Opposition on 
this occasion was precisely the same as 
that taken by the Colonist in discussing 
the offer of a million dollars to aid in 
the Pacific cable. Now that so much 
attention is directed to constitutional 
matters, it may be advisable to enlarge a 
little upon this. There- is vested in 
the crown power to do any and every 
thing called for by the public welfare. 
Parliamentary sanction may be neces- 
sary before a tux can be imposed, and 
this snnction may be refused; but it is 
possible for the crown, acting as it al 
ways is supposed to act through its min 
isters, to take cuch a course with private 
parties or other governments that par- 
liament "is not free," to use the lan- 
guage of Sir Charles Tupper. If this is 
not the case, our system of government 
would become in a very short time like 
that of the several states of the Ameri- 
can Union, where the executive has no 
power during the legislative recess to do 
anything except what has been expressly 
directed by the legislature. The very es- 
sence of responsible government is that 
when parliament is not in session the 
government possessing the confidence of 
the house shall have the right to advise 
the crown what to do in unexpected 
emergencies, and when an act has once 
been done, even if the house disapproves 
of it, it must be ratified, although the 
ratification may be followed by the im- 
mediate ejection of the government 
from power. The faith of the Queen's 
government must be kept with other gov- 
ernments, and eren with private indi- 
viduals, at any cost. , This iB one of the 
principles upon which our institutions 
rest. 

Applying this- principle to the cable pro- 
posed, we hud. in that case nn offer 
on the part ot.the provincial government 
to incur one-ninth of the .cost, and this 



without any qualification or condition as 
to the assent of the legislature being 
first obtained. If that offer had been 
accepted, and the Imperial government 
and tbe several colonial governments con 
cerned had come to an understanding 
on the basis that this province should 
give $1,000,000, it. is clear that the legis 
lature would not have been free fo act 
when asked to vote the amount. We do 
not. say that it could not have refused 
the appropriation. What wo mean is 
that the legislature would not have been 
free, just us Sir Charles Tupper thought 
parliament was not free in the case of 
the wharf vote above referred to. In 
other words, the good faith of the prov- 
ince would huve been pledged, nnd it 
would be the duty of the legislature 
to see that this faith was not violated 
The matter may have nothing more than 
nn academic interest now, for the cable 
will be laid without the co-operation of 
this province, but it is important to 
keep the principle in mind. 



THE NEW LOAN. 

A new British Columbia loan of 
£3-10,000 has been placed on the market. 
The rate of interest is three per cent, 
and the minimum price asked is 90. We 
hope to he able to chronicle that sub- 
scriptions will be prompt and liberal. 
The News- Advertiser in mentioning the 
matter .says that the manner in which 
this loan is received will show whether 
the credit of the province has suffered in 
the money market. This statement is 
wholly uncalled for. None of the oppo- 
sition papers have expressed the opinion 
that the credit of the province, as a 
province, was being injured in London 
by the acts of the present government. 
Such reference as has been made was 
to the injury to the province as a place 
for industrial investment. The credit 
of the government of British Columbia 
ought to stand as high as ever, for the 
province is good security for twenty 
times as much money as it owes, and is 
becoming better security all the time. 
Every country in the world is likely to 
be temporarily inflicted with a bad gov- 
ernment, but persons who are making 
permanent investments are not going to 
lose good opportunities to place thei: 
money because the revolution of the poli- 
tical wheel of fortune has put an in- 
capable combination in office. We hope 
the now loan will be a complete success 
It ought to be a complete success, for 
British Columbia is only on the threshold 
of its career; and its indebtedness is ex- 
tremely moderate. 



AT LIN MISREPRESENTED. 

We regret to observe in the London 
Times a Vancouver despatch in which 
the statement is made that Allin has 
been proved utterly valueless as a placer 
ground, where individual miners can 
hope to operate successfully. While it 
is true that the high expectations formed 
last autumn may not have been fully 
borne out by the developments of the 
present season as far as they have gone, 
it is not true that Atlin. has been shown 
to be a failure when regarded from the 
standpoint of the individual miner. In- 
deed the contrary lias been established. 
One Victorian who went in last full and 
made preparations for extensive work 
this year, said to the Colonist that his 
anticipations were not likely to be fully 
realized, but he added: "There Ls plenty 
of ounce ground all over Atlin." We 
submit that " ounce ground " is good 
ground. It is not a Klondike, but the 
individual miner can do very well if lie 
takes an ounce a day in a district as 
convenient of access as Atlin is. This 
is one report out of many to the same 
effect. Sufficient has been done this 
year to show that on probably as many 
as ten creeks in the Atlin dis- 
trict individual miners can do very 
well. It has also been shown 
that there is scope for very extensive 
hydraulic operations, and that a good 
prospect exists for lode mining, although 
further development will be necessary 
before any conclusion can be reached 
on the latter point- The actual rich- 
ness of the placers has not been proved, 
owing to the confusion as to ownership 
of claims and the long close season. But 
there is not the least reason to fear that 
future workings will show the district 
to be less rich than iH above stated, 
while there is a very good chance that 
it may be shown to bo much richer. We 
are unable to see what object any one 
can have in sending abroad such mis- 
leading statements as that referred to. 



The good people of Vancouver, accord- 
ing to our correspondent, want three 
members in the cabinet. Better make 
it five. 



The political almanacs for the month 
of July might very properly have u 
marginal reading to this effect: "About 
this time expect all manner of rumors." 

The Globe says that the people do not 
want a general election. We are in- 
clined to go further and say that they 
are getting heartily sick of the very' 
name of politics. 

The Times thinks that Mr. Martin In 
his letter to Mr. Higgins, hns shown 
hun to possess a sense of honor. The 
principal thing that occurred to the 
Colonist on reading Mr. Martin's letter 
was that he displayed anew his singular 
dbtUsenesa in regnrd to what is' among 
gentlemen considered to be ordinary 
decency. 



Speaking of a demand made in the 
East that British Columbia should 
divide local politics on federal lines, the 1 
Times of this city says: " This is exact- 
ly what every man who desires to see 
the province properly governed Will 
oppose with all his might." We do not 
know that we should express .the case 
just that way, but the Colonist is heart- 
ily in sympathy with the idea expressed 
by the Times. Some people, who desire 



to see the province well governed, may 
favor the introduction of federal issues, 
but we are satisfied that the weight of 
business and political influence is 
against it. 

o 

Now that particulars are coming to 
hand, it may be said of that Kossland 
banquet, as the Queen of Sheba said of 
Solomon: "The half has not been 
told." The Rosslaud papers have our 
unbounded sympathy. Through loyalty 
to their town they have suppressed what 
would have made in point of fact a 
little the liveliest story printed in tho 
Britisli Columbia press for a long time.

The name of Garibaldi is coming to 
tho front again in Italy. The son of 
the great soldier, the friend of the House 
of Savoy, is now seeking to overthrow 
the monarchy for which his father did 
so much. He aims at uniting the papal 
party with the republicans, the idea 
being to set up a republic and then make 
satisfactory arrangements with the 
Pope. 

In Hazleton, Pennsylvania, away 
back in 1897 there were some riots and 
some Austrian subjects were killed. 
Austria is pressing for an indemnity and 
the United States refuses to have the 
claim go to arbitration. We think this 
is right. A self-respecting government 
could hardly consent to a purely internal 
matter of this kind being settled by 
outsiders. 

A correspondent wants us to tell him 
how we think the political situation will 
eventuate. Never to prophesy unless 
you know is a sound maxim. in this 
particular case, if our correspondent 
will tell us what the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor will do, what the opposition is pre- 
pared to do and what the government 
supporters will agree to the government 
doing, we will endeavor to diagnose the 
case. Otherwise we prefer for the 
present to maintain an attitude of sus- 
pended judgment. 

The Globe thinks the country wants a 
change of policy more than a change of 
government. This recalls the story of 
the showman to whom a visitor said: 
" It is true, Mr. Showman, that the 
leopard cannot change his spots?" 
'• Bless you, madam," said the show- 
man, " he changes 'em twenty times a 
day. He's never in the same spot five 
times in succession." Whether this 
will apply to the present government 
deponent suitli not. What does the 
Globe think about it? 



A writer in a contemporary says that 
tho opposition in the legislature did not 
oppose the eight-hour law, and that it 
was the Colonist that opposed it. It is 
unfortunately not true that the Colonist 
opposed the law. Like nine hundred 
and ninety-nine men out of a thousand 
in the province outside of the legislature, 
the Colonist did not know the eight-hour 
section had been inserted in the bill 
until it was too late to say anything 
about it. If the Colonist had known 
that such legislation was intended it 
would have counselled delny until the 
mine owners and tbe miners could have 
been consulted. 



It seems us if there has been some 
mismanagement somewhere about the 
trip of tbe National Editorial Associa- 
tion of the United Stales. Seeing that 
the Puebln was prepared to bring tho 
party to Victoria, there ought to have 
been no difficulty in getting them to 
Vancouver from here. There is no 
foundation Tor the statement in the 
Post-Intelligencer that the C. I'. R. had 
failed to make arrangements for trans- 
portation from this city to Vancouver- 
The C. I'. R. had nothing to do with the 
matter except to honor the excursion- 
ists' tickets from Vancouver east. It 
may not be too late for Victoria to 
secure these visitors. 



Apropos of the political situation a 
story of Dr. Winship may be told. Dr. 
Winship was a New York physician 
who about thirty years or so ago 
eclipsed all records in lifting weights. 
One day two stalwart fellows from the 
country came into his office and chal- 
lenged him to a trial of strength. The 
doctor took them out to his yard, where 
ho kept a miscellaneous assortment of 
weights, and gave each of his visitors 
as many as he — that is the visitor — 
could move. Then the doctor took both 
lots and lifted them with ease. At this 
one of the astonished men said to the 
other: " Say, Jack, I guess we had bet- 
ter go home and weigli them stones." 
Many people who are in the slate busi- 
ness just now would do well to remem- 
ber that there are a good many unknown 
quantities to be taken into considera- 
tion. 



Dr. Thomas J. Biggs, formerly of the 
United States army, thinks he has dis- 
covered what is all but an infallible 
cure for leprosy. In India, where lepers 
are comjnon, it has been known for a 
long time Unit many of the victims of 
tiie disease subjected themselves to 
being bitten by a cobra, and the general 
opinion was that this was simply a 
means of suicide. Dr. Biggs has ascer- 
tained that in perhaps a mujority of the 
cases the persons so bitten entirely re- 
cover both from the snake bite and the 
disease, and he believes that if proper 
care were exercised in every case, fully 
90 per cent, of the bitten lepers would 
recover. He is about to enter upon a 
series of experiments, using the virus of 
the cobra, which he will inject into 
leprous patients, and he hopes to be able 
to achieve a very large measure of suc- 
cess if not to 'conquer the disease' en- 
tirely.

In Be Sarantis.— Chief of Police Sliep- 
purd rest nts rather sharply the comments 
upon the "Flora Jones" case which the 
Scuttle Post-Intelligencer saw til to 
make recently, aud which were republish- 
ed in the Colonist of Sunday.

which cannot be disregarded by any union 
In any great general international question, 
whether of pence or war.

The principal market presenting itself 
as possible to British Columbia is the 
Orient— a large market where ini the 
event of British Columbia blast furnaces 
being established European competition 
would have to be encountered at once. 
Of course, the British Columbia pro- 
duct would have an advantage in dis- 
tance and case of shipping, but to off- 
set this the European producers would 
have the cheaper labor, in Hps case a 
most important consideration. If the 
labor problem could be in any way over- 
come, the countries of China and Japan 
would of course offer splendid markets, 
with an immense demand to be satisfied. 
Indeed, the immense steel works of 
.Japan have been long delayed in estab- 
lishment chiefly through the considera- 
tion that iron is scarce and costly. 

Mr. B. R. Seabrook, of the Albion 
Iron "Works, has not looked into the 
matter of iron mining in B'ritish Colum- 
bia, save in the most cursory fashion, 
as it is not a matter that at present 
directly concerns his company. "If 
blash furnaces should be established in 
the province, we would of course use 
their product," he says, however.

There is a very large demn.nl along the 
Pacific coast for castings used in shipbuild- 
ing. At the present time most of these 
castings arc brought In a finished or partly 
finished state from the Eastern foundries, 
and tn some' cases they are Imported. If, 
however, the cost of pig Iron were reduced 
by the establishment of an Iron Industry 
in Washington the local Iron would be used 
In the production of these eastings. Through 
this Influence a large Industry could bo 
built up, and the pig Iron could be worked 
Into wrought iron, which would find n ready 
sale. 

At Everett, where the Great Northern 
reaches Puget Sound, there Is a wire rod 
and wire mill. The mill has done a large 
business, although having to purchase the 
billets In the Enst. The plant has recent- 
ly been purchased by the American Steel 
& Wire Company. 

There are two blast furnaces In the north- 
western country, one nt Port Townsend, 
Washington, and one at Oswego, Oregon. 
These furnaces were built to make charcoal 
pig Iron, but only soft wood lumber is to 
be had for charcoal milking purposes, nnd 
It requires on this account a very large 
quantity to make n ton of pig Iron. For 
tills reason the work has not been profitable 
find for several yenrs these furnaces have 
been out of blast. Difficulty was also ex- 
perienced in making some grades of Iron 
which were required. The writer wns told 
that some of the iron used In the construc- 
tion of th e . Oregon was produced nt one 
of those furnaces. The company which 
owns the furnace at Oswego Is operating a 



•All uf this coke come from the coke 
ovens at Comox, Vancouver Island, the bulk 
being shipped to the Kootcnay smelters, 
ar-d about 2,000 tons being shipped to Cull- 
fornln. A new market for this coke Is 
new opening up In Mexico, where several 
10.20 shiploads have already been shipped to 
one of the large smelting works sltunted 
not far from the const. 

In 18!>7 the stnte of Wnshiugton produced 
1,434,112 short tons of coal, against 1,105,- 
501 tons In 1800. The 1807 production wns 
the largest In the history of the state, but 
in the year 1888, 1800 and 1803 the value 
of the product wns greater. The north- 
western district embraces the counties of 
Skagit and Whatcom, which produced 20,-

1800. Seattle Is the mnlu centre of coal 
production In the state, nnd most of the 
■onl production outside of Skagit nnd What- 
com counties Is controlled from Seattle. 

The only coke made on the Pacific const 
is made in Washington. In 1807 there were 
three establishments, having 120 ovens 
built. In 1807 the coke wns all mnde from 
washed run of mine, but In the years from 
1891 to 1805 the bulk was washed slack. 
The production of the northwestern coun- 
try, including the counties of Skagit nnd 
Whatcom, was n trllle over n third of the 
state's total In 1807, nnd considerably over 
n third In 1800. • The state produced 20,- 
180 short tons of coke In 1S07, and 25,040 
tons In 1890. A very peculiar fact Is thnt 
the yield of coal In coke in Washington 
Is the highest in 1800 and 1807 of any state 
In the country ns far back as the reports 
of the Geological Survey go. The average 
wns 07 per cent. In each year. The average 
of the state of Pennsylvania Is considerably 
below that of the Connellsvllle region alone, 
which In 1897 wns 07 per cent.; in 1800, 
07.4 per cent., nnd In 1805, 07.2 per cent. 
FINANCIER SPEAKS. 
In his address at the annual meeting of 
the shareholders of the Canadian Hank of 
Commerce, the general manager said: 

Both In the Atlantic nnd Pacific provinces 
we have enormous stores of coal, nnd the 
Importances of these sources of national 
wealth is gradually being appreciated. In 
some of the coal fields of both areas excel- 
lent coke can be mnde, and we are reason- 
ably certain to see the minerals of British 
Columbia and of parts of the United States 
smelted with our own coke, nnd In our 
Atlantic provinces to see the manufacture 
of Iron and steel for export on a sntls 
fnctory scale, based also largely upon our 
ability to make our own coke. In the West 
many gold, silver and copper mines will, ns 
a -result, be worked, nnd in the East iron 
ore will be mtned, which but for cheap 
coke might be useless forever, it Is, of 
course, Impossible to estimate the future 
prices of Iron and copper. The present 
high prices and scale consumption will 
doubtless not continue, but will fluctuate 
ns they always have fluctuated. We can- 
not, however, regard the greatly Increased 
use of steel In Europe nnd America for 
structural purposes, requiring for Its pro- 
duction certain kinds of ores which we 
possess largely, and the Increased use of 
copper In electrical and other manufac- 
tures, the ore of which we also possess 
in such vast quantities, without the convic- 
tion that we are at last to add two great 
Items to our sources of wealth which have 
hitherto been held In reserve. In three 
years the Iron production of the world has 
increased eight million tons, and since 1800 
the Increase has been 50 per cent. Has the 
time not come when we are to share In this 
great development*

Mr. D. W, lligsins yesterday handed 
to the press the correspondence which 
passed between liim nnd Attorney-Gener- 
al Martin in respect to the statement 
made by Mr. Martin that lie (Mr. Hig- 
gles) was one ot those who "conspired" 
to rid the cabinet of the Attorney-Gener- 
al. Here is the correspondence, includ- 
ing Mr. Higgins' letter to the press: 

Victoria, It. 0., July 10, 1890. 

To the Editor: J have to request Unit you, 
who gave space to Mr. Martin's stiitement 
charging me with buviug gone Into a. con- 
spiracy with Messrs. Seinllu nud Cotton tu 
drive hlai anil the other Liberals from the 
government, so that Conservatives might 
take their places, and 1 myself become a 
member of the cabinet, will allow the en- 
closed correspondence to appear lu your 
columns. In making tills request, I ask 
for an opportunity to repeat, what I have 
often stated from the platform, In the press 
and lu the legislature, that I am opposed 
to running provincial polities on federal 
lines believing that there are sufficiently 
weighty matters of provincial concern to 
engage the attention of the local house and 
government without instructing them to 
dabble in Dominion affairs or engage In 
Dominion squabbles. 

I hope you will understand that I have 
entered into this controversy with reluct- 
ance and through no fault of mine, but I 
could not remain slleut under the damaging 
and wholly untruthful attack of the at- 
torney-general. There was hut one course 
open to me, and I took It.

"I charge * • * that you and Mr. Cot- 
ton have entered Into a conspiracy to wreck 
the present government and drive from it 
nil the Liberals with the Idea of forming 
a Conservative government. 1 am informed 
and believe that you have already nego- 
tiated with- Mr. Helmeken and Mr. Higgins 
with a view to their entering a government 
of this kind." 

Mr. Helmeken can answer for this him- 
self— he is well able to do that: but so 
far as I am concerned, yom statement con- 
tains not one atom of truth. I have en- 
tered Into no conspiracy to wreck the pres- 
ent government by driving from It ail or 
any of the Liberal members and substitut- 
ing Conservatives. No suggestion of the 
kind was over made to me. Neither have 
I been negotiated with by Mr. Seuilla, by 
Mr. Cotton or by any other person or per- 
sons on behalf of this government, or of 
either of the political parties, with a view 
to my taking a portfolio, or a seat In this 
government, or an office of uny kind under 
It. 

Further, I am not aware of the existence 
of ii conspiracy such as you mention, nor 
do I believe that your statement can he 
sustained. You say that you "have been 
Informed and believe.' 1 and then you give 
wing to n groBS slander reflecting upon me 
as a public man. I again denounce the 
statement iih false— the concoction of some 
lying fellow. 

I ask you now, ns nn act of simple jUHllee, 
to furnish me with the name of the person 
who gave you the "Information" or that 
you withdraw the accusation. Awaiting an 
early answer,

ALASKA BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

| Sir: The Post-Intelligencer of Satur- 
I day has a most insolent loader on this 
question, in which it says Canada is the 
I only portion of the United Kingdom 
' which shows a contentious spirit in this 
j matter. There is no reason to use soch 
I a word as contentious, when writing on 
I this question. Canada wants her plain 
i right to be defined by arbitration, and 
to have done with contentious controver- 
sy. The States want to avoid a set- 
; dement, and for a dishonorable purpose, 
i to prevent Canadians and British Coluin- 
' liians, especially, from dealing in the 
Klondike, unimpeded by any passage 
through territory of the United States. 
The quest ion of the boundary could he 
i settled in ten days, if the government 
of the States wished to have it settled, 
which is more than doubtful. The 
shuffling which is going on is similar to 
j what wo had over the sealing question, 
i From the iirst seizure or the sealing- 
boats to the settlement was ll! years, a 
j term in which many poof- sealers were 
out of their money, anil a term which 
I meant equal to a total loss of money to 
many of them. That difficulty was 
brought about by the Alaska Commercial 
Company, who had, at that time, a lease 
or the seal islands. This great com- 
I puny showed much skill in maouevring 
! to make it appear as if they were the 
the people of the United States. The 
j chambers of commerce of Chicago, St. 
! Paul. Boston, and so on, would pass 
j resolutions against British Columbia 
sealers exercising their right to catch 
seals in the open sea, and they managed 
I to get articles inserted in the journals 
j of tlie States against as, us if the whole 
of the United Slates were interested 
; in the question, when it was only a 
I trading company. The same thing is be- 
I ing done now. The journals of Sun 
j Francisco, and especially of Seattle write 
las if Canada were wanting to obtain 
something to which it was hid* entitled, 
j when she is asking only that her rights 
he defined. >,'« honorable: people can call 
that content ions, hut to met inn honor oji 
the part of the Stales in connection with 
the sealing question or the Alaskan boun- 
dary is to outrage language. 

The slate of these questions was never 
clearly stated in Ottawa or in London. 
Our provincial government ought to let 
it lie klUJWll, and ought to sec that no 
lime fie lost in getting our rights de- 
lined, or if that cannot be done we 
should lose no time in having a road 
through to Dawson City which would 
make us independent of Hie route by 
the lower Yukon or of Seattle railways. 
We must have a railway from the coast 
through to Dawson City, running sum- 
mer and wilder, talcing goods from hero 
say twice a week all the year round, and 
its bend office ia Victoria. That would 
then be the route to the gold-fields, and 
by it we could have 100.000 people liv- 
ing in these gold-fields nt as little cost 
ns we have now 35,000, That might be 
of as much interest to many as the mo- 
mentous question of who is to succeed 
Mr. Joseph Martin, but to any but Tools 
in British Columbia, it is the question 
of the day.

It Is also gratifying to find 
that this coal Is Increasing In favor for 
blacksmith purposes, and Is rapidly dis- 
placing the Pennsylvania coal. 

Development work at both the mines 
and coke ovens Is going on at a great 
pace. The ten-foot seam which was bored 
Into a fortnight ago will le reached by a 
tunnel about the middle of next moniu, 
and shipments therefrom will follow 
shortly aftcrwnrds, The progress nt the 
coke ovens has been very rapid, und It 
now seems certain that the full number 
required can be built this season, Vis., 
2,"0, milking a total of 300. It Is well to 
have an object In view, and the shipment 
of 3,000 tons per day of coal from the 
mines this fall, and -100 tons of coke per 
day from the ovens, Is certainly n good 
mark, and there Is no doubt It will be 
reached, — Fernle Free Tress.

Recent Events 
At the Capital 



Premier's Ottawa Friends Are 
Favored at Expense of 
Western Firms. 



The Present Session Probably 
Last of Eighth Parlia- 
ment. 



From Uur Own Correspondent, 

Ottawa, July 4. — Considerable public 
interest is centred in the prospective 
doings of the Senate in reference to the 
government's agreement with the Grand 
Trunk railway, and especially that por- 
tion of it which is known as the supple- 
mental tariff agreement. A day or two 
Ugo the report wns set in circulation 
that an agreement had been made be- 
tween the leaders of the opposition and 
Mr. Bluir, with tin. tacit consent of the 
Grand Trunk railway company, that 
this agreement should hi' amended by 
providing that it might be terminated on 
one years notice by the government, the 
(jrraucl Trunk railway company having 
no option in the matter. It now ap- 
pears that so tar as the opposition lead- 
ers are concerned there is no such agree- 
ment. They are still insisting that a 
full return of one year's operations of 
the Drummond County line should be 
presented to the Senate before the two 
bills now under consideration are passed. 
The government will not produce this 
information, and now it seems as if the 
upper house will require the government 
to try the experiment of running into 
.Montreal for another year before con- 
senting to ratify any agreement either 
with the Grand Trunk or the Drum- 
mond Country road. 

During the past few days the report 
has again gained currency in the IoIh 
bies of parliament that this will be th 
last session of the eighth parliament o 
Canada. This feeling has deepened 
mure especially because it is said that 
the supplementary estimates for th 
fiscal year just commenced will be ver, 
heavy — seven millions is the amount 
mentioned. This is a very large sum, 
and may be regarded ns an ante-election 
sop. If, as is generally expected, there 
will be a big "rake-off" for somebody 
in connection with the Drununond 
County deal, the Conservatives cer- 
tainly will have no reason to lament the 
proposed hoisting of the bills by the 
Senate for one year. 

On two different occasions this session 
Col. l'rior has brought before the house 
the action of the government in renting 
the old post office building of Victoria 
to private parties. The member for 
Victoria got another opportunity yester- 
day to bring the matter up on concur- 
rence. Me pointed out that in two 
■ways the action of the government had 
a detrimental effect upon the municipal- 
ity; first, in that the government were 
thereby entering into competition with 
the owners of buildings who had offices 
or storehouses to let; and secondly, the 
municipality was being unfairly de- 
prived of taxes. The Colonel said the 
government could put the building to 
national purposes without injuring any- 
body, and suggested that it was well 
adapted for the purposes of a mint. The 
people of British Columbia firmly be- 
lieved that the establishment of m Cana- 
dian mint on the Paciflc coast would be 
beneficial, as it would induce miners to 
remain cm the Canadian side, instead of 
carrving their gold dust over to Seattle. 

Tile postmaster-general, replying to 
Col Prior, said that the department of 
public works had charge of all public 
buildings, ami therefore the matter of 
nnting the building at Victoria was not 
in his department. lb' was quite pre- 
pared to admit the principle that gov- 
ernment property, when used for private 
trailing purposes, might to be as suscep- 
tible for municipal taxes as any owned 
by private citizens. He assumed that 
the property in Victoria was taxe.l, as 
the tenant would be liable. 

The house was generally surprised at 
this declaration of the postnuister-«e n- 
eral and Mr. Bnrle reminded him that 
it was property which was invariably

Dr Borden, minister of militia, explain- 
ed lust vear that correspondence was hail 
with certain parties in British Columbia 
for the supplying of goods, and he said 
it was round thnl the prices ijuoted in 
Ottawa for the sum.' goods, delivered on 
the Pacific coast were better than the 
prices' actually -paid up to Unit time 
bv the Northwest mounted police 1 bis 
session, when Mr. Enrlo examines the 
accounts lor these supplies, he finds such 
extraordinary items as the following : 
1200 tin boxes for biscuit, .$:i(IO; time- 
strengtheniiiK packages, etc., repacking, 
70!! hrs $118.75; material used in strap- 
ping, clutch-nails, etc., $174"; freight on 
ear $243; freight on ear. .fU2r>; freight 
$250: freight on car, $302; freight on 
ear, $220; freight on car, $316.

Dr. Dorden was simply 
staggered when this posit inn of affairs 
was shown to him. He remarked, "I 
uiiisi sav I nm surprised, and this is the 
first time mv attention bus been willed 
to it. that the charge for freight should 
have been made." Mr. Poster character- 
ized the incident lis a pretty how-do-you- 
do. All that Dr. Borden could promise 
was that he would investigate the mat- 
ter and give full information. Mr. Coch- 
rane struck the keynote of the situation 
when lie snlil thnt It. was evident the 
government had friends in Ottawa whom 
they thought were entitled to more con- 
sideration than their friends on the Pa- 
cific const.

During the past year the sum of $132,- 
0S7 was expended by the public works 
department on harbors and rivers in 
British Columbia, and $70,470 on pub- 
lie buildings. The major portion of the 
latter sum, amounting to $5-1,007, was 
for the Victoria postolllce building. Of 
the harbor mid river appropriations, $69,: 
270 was for the Praser river ship canal; 
$13,851 for the removal of snags in the 
Praser, and $11,745 for repairs to grav- 
ing dock at Esquimnlt. Nothing appears 
in the report to have been expended up- 
on Victoria harbor, although Vancouver 
harbor is credited with the sum of $3,- 
270. 

Exclusive of the telegraph line which 
is now being built from Bennett to Daw- 
son, the total mileage of government 
telegraph lines on the Pacific coast is 
507, and the total for the whole Domin- 
ion 2050 miles. The number of messages 
sent over the British Columbia lines last 
year was 5250, the section, between Nan- 
aimo-Coinox and Alberni reporting the 
largest number. The total cost of oper- 
ating the Hritish Columbia telegraph 
lines was $11,205, and the revenue $1,- 
830.
